THERE is a new game being played in the 
Premiership these days. It’s called Bashing 
Bolton and Big Sam is having some fun 


with it. 


Graeme Souness kicked it off after losing his first game 
as Newcastle manager at the Reebok Stadium and, since 
then, David O’Leary and Jose Mourinho have jumped on 


the bandwagon. 


“They enjoy a glass of red wine in my office after the 
game and say nice things to my face, and then slag us off 
in front of the TV camera,” says boss sam Allardyce with 


a big smile. 

“Mind you, Jacques 
Santini, when he was a 
Spurs, and Rafael Benitez 
at Liverpool, wouldn’t even 
shake my hand after we’d 
beaten them. They jus 
ignored me.” 

Sour grapes, jealousy, 
frustration at being beaten 
by little old Bolton, 
Allardyce puts the unfair 
criticism down to all of 
those things. 

Its just that Bolton are 
not little any more. They 
are up with the big boys, 
led there by 50-year-old, 6ft 
2in Allardyce. 

He has a squad drawn 
from 13 different nations 
who have grown to love the 
dream that Sam is playing 
out. 

It began five years ago 
and has a long way to run. 
Its why he turned down 
Newcastle recently. There 
is a job to finish and he’s 
rightly proud of what 
Bolton have achieved. 


Tactics 


He’s also amused at the 
stick other managers are 
giving his tactics. 
Defensive, long ball, they 
were even called the new 
Wimbledon the other day. 

Allardyce adds: “When 
Graeme Souness had a go I 
went and checked Pro Zone 
(the filmed breakdown of 
statistics and match facts) 
which doesn’t lie. 
Newcastle hit 12 more long 
balls in that game than us. 

“It strikes me others are 
using Bolton to cover up 
their defeats. They are 
using Bolton as an 
excuse and it’s definitely 
catching on. 

“What they would like is 
for us to play a lovely open 
game, lose 3-1 and get a pat 
on the back at the end with 
them saying ‘Great game, 
Sam.’ Well, stuff that. 

“Sure, we play to our 
strengths and we have a 
winning formula.

“This squad is full of 
winners, European win- 
ners, players who have 
excelled at the top.

“Go back four years and 
look at the starting XI and 
compare it to now.

“T had to beg, steal and 
borrow players at the start. 
Now I can say to interna- 
tionals, this is what we 
have achieved, this is 
where we aim to go, and 
they want to play for us. 

“Tf people think we are 
still little old Bolton then 
good, because they are all 
in for a shock. PI play on 
that card if that is what 
they want.

“What others say about 
the Premiership just 
because us, Everton and 
Boro are in there fighting 
is disrespectful. 

“We have a system that 
works for us and I'll tell 
you what, 30 per cent of 
others in the Premiership 
are now using four-five- 
one, like Everton and 
Crystal Palace.
